established doctrine to which the Court must 
kive effect, whether it likes it or not | 
as the doctrine adopts a liberal construction 
of the actual words of the dover, and gives 
effect to what is presumed to be at the 
ack of his mind, the cy-pres doctrine is at 
first sight a doctrine altogether after the lay- 
mans own heart. But what the law. with 
its bias in favour of charity presumes to 
be, the implication of the donor’s gift and of 
the language he used must frequently be a 
somewhat artificial product of legal construc- 
tion, rather than an intenticn actually and 
explicitly present to the mind of the donor 
In the words of Lord Eldon, “ The question 
Is not so much what was the intention as 
what, in the contemplation of law, must 
be presumed’ t» have been the intention.” 
Suppose, for instance, that a provision which 
Is expressed as obligatory is at the same time 
obviously introduced merely for the purpose 
of amplementing a viearly-expressed charit- 
alle intention, and suppose that the imple- 
menting provision has become. unworkable 
owing to having been expressed with reter- 
ence to the circumstances of the time, 
Courts of Law will then save the gift for 
charity by adopting an interpretation that 
moves with the times, and will strike out or 
adapt the imprementing provision, so as to 
effect the general charitable intention under 
alieved times and circumstances. But the 
donor might, in fact, have been a man of 
the tvpe that never moves with the times. 
and that are quite unable to conceive times 
and circumstances ever changing to any ap 
preciable extent. That. however, does not 
prevent the Court from effecting the necessary 
modification, though the die-hard founder 
may turn in his grave at the thought of what 
is being done with his money. 


THE SALIENT POINT. 

What seemed to his Lordship to be the 
salient point in the case was that the Court 
was dealing with property which had bien 
given absolutely and in perpetuity to charity. 
and which was vested in trustees, all of 
whom were public personages, for charitable, 
and more or less national, purposes and 
nothing else. The “special defendants ' 
undertook, When the facts of administration 
came to be investigated, to show that insis 
ance on the special provision as to religious 
instruction has led, and must lead, to a 
failure of the trust so far as the persons 
expressly intended to he benefited were con 
cerned, If these defendants succeeded on 
this question of the failure of the trust, then 
the questicn was: What is to be done with 
the property? Ue did not yet know what 
the plaintiffs’ answer to that simple 
question Thev had more beldly stated that 
their contention was that, if the trust had 
failed, and if the paramount intention was 
to be effected, that was to be done by enlarg- 
ing the class of beneficiaries rather than hy 
relaxing the provision as to rehgious instruc 
tion. But, on his view of the position, that 
was the only contention open to them on this 
preliminarv issve. This was not a case lik? 
in re Wilson, in which Parker J. held that 
there was a trust for a, particular scheme 
and that alone. The scheme proved 
impracticable, ond so there was initial 
failure of the trust. That lesrned 
jndee held that no general charilable inten- 
lion was indicated, and. accordingly. the 
whole gift failed. But, besides, the plaintiffs 
would gain nothing hy a contention that this 
was simply a trust for Protestant, secondary 
schools for the tenants the lands of 
Erasmus Smith. and that. if the scheme has 
impracticable, the gift fails, there 
being no charitable intention. For they 
would not want to cut themselves out and 
let in the heir-at-law; and they could not sus- 
{nin a contention that on failure of the trust 
for the schools the fund is freed from the 
{rust for the schools for the benefit of the 
(yusts of the surplus. Consequently the plain 
tis were on this issue restricted to the con 
fontion that the trust is for Protestant 
secondary schools for the tenants of the lands 
of Erasmus Smith, and that if those tenants 
will not ‘enter the schools because they are 
Protestant, the paramount intention Is the 
promotion of Protestant schools, and that the 
schools may then be maintained for those 
who will use them. 


DIFFERENT CONCEPTIONS. 

His Lordship thought it would be con- 
venient to distinguish between certain 
diferent conceptions, and to indicate the dis- 
tinctions by appropriate terms. Men might 
be actuated to give property for charitable 
purposes for a great variety of reasons of a 
purely subjective or personal character. 
These actuating reasons were termed motives. 

hus. it had been suggested that the motive 
of Erasmus Smith in founding this charity 
was to strengthen his position in respect of 
the land: which he claimed for himself. But, 
with the motive which actuated a donor to 
devote property to a charitable purpose the 
Court was not concerned, but only sought to 
Getermine the charitable purpose intended 
to be furthered. ‘Then, in some cases, there 
ht be something intervening between the 
charitable purpose, or the charitable inten- 
tions it was also called, and the motive. 
Behind the charitable intention there might 
he an ulterior object, end or policy, quite 
distinet from the charitable object. But the 
Court only concerns itself with the im- 
mediate charitable intention, and it does not 
eare whether the ulterior object is realised or 
Thus. the alterior object in setting "p 
Ireland may have been 
a purely political object—the Anglicising of 
Ireland and the consolidation of the umon of 
Ireland with England, and that, or the pro- 
pagation of the Protestant religion, may have 
heen the ulterior «biect of Erasmrs« Smith. 
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the actual statement is only a particular ex. 
(hm i he donor naturally expresses his 

itentions in concrete terms directed to a 
given assemblage of facts and ;contemplating 
existing circumstances and conditions including 
the laws for the time being in force. The 
actual statement is thus relative to a particular 
given system. Hence it may be regarded as in 
part determined by the particular or specific 
character of the given system and in part by 
«r underlying intention which applies 
generally and independently of the particular 
relation. Hence a generalised statement. based 
on the underlying intention, is what alone 
can be regarded as applicable generally, how- 
ever facts and conditions may varv. To 
apply without modification a charitable inten- 
lion that is only expressed in relation to as. 
sumed facts and condtions to entirely different 
facts and under different conditions is 
obviously not to carry out the real intention 
at all. It is on this principle that Courts of 
Law adapt the statement of a charitable in- 
tention to suit altered circumstances and con- 
ditions with a view to giving effect to the real 
intention. Donors cannot be expected to pro- 
vide expressly for more than the world and 
the times with which thev are familiar. 
Accordingly the perpetuity for which 
charities may endure throws upon the 
Court the burden of providing for what 
the donor did not foresee in accordance 
with what it finds to be the underlying in- 
tention of the charitable foundation. And, 
so far as Courts of Law apply, the cy-pres 
doctrine, merely for the purpose of such an 
effectuating of the implied general intention, 
their efforts to save charitable donations for 
charity are hardly open to criticism. 

The first proposition of law that applies to 
the present case was that, where a failure of 
the trust results from insistance on a parti- 
cular -provision, the trust must be 
administered cy-prés if a general charitable 
intention has been indicated. That, cgr- 
tainly, is a well-established principle. The 
second, and only other, proposition on which 
it was necessary to insist, was that there 1s 
no fixed rule or principle that wherever there 
is a provision for religious instruction, or in 
favour of religion, that provision must’ be 
regarded as of primary importance, that 
religion cannot A a back seat, and that, 
so to speak. if the bishop attends the meet- 
ing he must occupy the chair. Religion may 
be made a matter of primary importance, or 
it may not, and the question of the position 
intended in each particular case was one to 
be decided, if possible, on the construction 
of the instrument vf foundation, extrinsic 
evidence as to the intention only being 
admissible if the instrument of foundation is 
ambiguous or does not provide adequate 
material for arriving at a decision. There is 
no fixed rule that puts a provision in favour 
of religion in a different position to that of a 
provision in favour of instruction in the 
classics. Mr. Jellett asked what would be 
thought if it were proposed to divert the 
funds of Maynooth College. But when he 
ynstituted that comparison he can hardly 
have taken the preceution of looking at the 
Act to establish and endow Maynooth Col 
lege. It was entitled ' An Act for the better 
education of persons professing the Popish or 
Roman Catholic Religion.”” The words of 
the Act left uo doubt as to the position of 
religion. 

INSTRUMENT OF FOUNDATION. 

Having referred to several authorities, his 
lordship said that, if insistance on a parti 
cular provision led to a failure of the trusts, 
a scheme that carried out the spirit of the 
particular provision, as far as it was possible 
to do so, would be more cy-prés than one 
that ignored the provision altogether. ‘There 
was no reason why, if a door had to be 
opened, it should thereupon he wrenched 
from the hinges. Coming to the particular 
facts of the case, his lordshin held that the 
Charter of Charles II. must be regarded as 
the instrument of foundation. It was the 
basis on which the Act of 1723 made pro- 
vision for further application of the rents 
and profits. The Charter had always been 
treated as the instrument of foundation, and 
the provisions of the Act would not work in 
with the provisions of the Deed of 1657 or 
of the Transmitted Bill 

In considering what was the paramount in 
tention he had not to decide whether if it 
had been pointed out to Erasmus Smith that 
the scheme of the practibility of which he 
had no doubt, might turn out not to be feas- 
ible, and if he had heen asked whether, in 
that event, he would be willing that the pro- 
vision for religious instruction should be 
relaxed, he would in point of fact have replied 
in the affirmative. If on the construction of 
the Charter it was clear that the provision for 
religious instruction was to he treated as a 
specific provision or direction for carrying out 
a general charitable purpose, he had only to 
apply the cy-prés doctrine according to well- 
established principles. He had been asked to 
consider the gyrations of the mind of Erasmus 
Smith during the troubled period of the 
great Rebellion, the Protectorate and the 
Restoration, and to come to the conclusion 
that “the religious tendencies of Erasmue 
Smith were imconstant, varying from time to 
time with the political exigencies of the day,”’ 
and, having come to that conclusion, to infer 
that when founding the endowment Erasmus 
Smith could not have had any very ardent or 
genuine desire to propagate the Protestant 
religion, and that that could not have been 
his paramount intention, 

lle thought that it was only due to the 
memory of Erasmus Smith, with whose bounty 
the Court was dealing, to say that the picture 
of the man produced in his mind was not un- 
favourable. but rather such as would vcom- 
mand respect from any who were willing to 
take a man as he is and view him with sym- 
pathetic understanding. That he was a man 
of considerable business capacity, that he 
was far-seeing, that he was philanthropic and 
had a genuine belief in the civilising influence 
of education, was not disputed. But it had 
heen suggested that in religion and politics he 
had no sincere convictions of his own, but 
simply swung this way and that with the 
times. But what were ‘the times” but 
events and movements of public opinion, 
partly determining and partly determined by 
events” 

RELIGION IN THE SCHOOLS. 

had little doubt that, as a 

of the Grocers’ Hall Com- 
Erasmus Smith was regarded as a 
man of sound and dependable judgment. 
whose views counted On the evidence he 
thought it more probable that he was one 
of the springs that feed the flood: of public 
opinion than something swept away by its 
onward course. As to his personal religious 
convictions, he had no doubt that he 
regarded Protestantism as nothing more than 
tiue religion according to the Scriptures, and 
avoiding all superstition. Such being his 
In ie, he was naturally persuaded that : 
Irish children could be provided with schools 
which would raise their standard of intelli 
gence, and where the Holy Scriptures would 
be expounded to them, nothing more would 
be required to make them see that Popery 
was simply a perversion of true religion, and

full of ignorant superstition. 
would become 


educated in the schools 
enlightened, contented and probably pros. 
perous citizens, who would recognise that 
the powers that be are ordained of God, and 
there would be no more horrid rebellions, 
which were a disgrace to civilisation. 

As to the inclusion of religion in 
teaching of the schools. he must 
regarded that as a matter of course. 
the schools were to provide good education. 
the education would not be complete without 
religious instruction, which was a necessary 
ingreditnt of all general education, as ‘the 
State very properly recognised. As for the 
differences that existed between Trotestants 
themselves, he probably regarded them us 
very regrettable, and’ very unnecessary. and 
i: he never appexred as a verv zealous or 
ecrsistent partisan in these matters. it ‘vas 


Lecause he did not behive that thev touched 


anything of reallv vital importance. Edu... 
tion in religion should. as far as possible. be 
kept clear of these differencts. In respect ot 
these matters he would always be in favour 
of compromise, but not between Prctistant’sm 
and Popery. For there could be no eoin 
promise between truth and error. As far as 
Ireland was concerned, there was no evidence 
that Erasmus Smith had any interest what 
ever in Ireland as Ireland. or in the Irish «as 
Irish. He came into touch with Ireland 
hecause he had acquired lands there. and we 
saw in Íreland a field for the extension «f 
English civilisation and culture in which he 
was much interested, and the spread of which 
in Ireland would do much to consolidate and 
unite the two conntres Such was his lord 
cs} p's estimate of the character and outlor, 
of Erasmus Smith, but he refused to draw on 
it for the purpose of determining what were 
the trusts which the enarter hed imposed on 
the pron” hand. “a tengtees, 

PROVISION IN CHARTER. 

The actnal provision in the charter for re- 
ligions instruction was, in fact, a very meagre 
movision, being only one for exposition of 
Usher’s Cathechism on every Lord’s Day. 
Put. taking the provisions of the charter as 
a whole, and having regard to the then 
prevailing law state of the land. he was 
satisfied that the provision was obligatory, 
and must be observed unless and until! insist 
ence upon it led to a failure of the primary 
object of the trust. The finding that the 
provision was Obligatory did not carry the 
plaintiffs very far. as a provision had, to be. 
gin with, to be obligatory in order that there 
shonld he anv need to to the cy. pres 
doctrine to escane from its rigour. The pro 
vision was in form a mere supplementary pro 
vision expressly stated to be for the purpose 
of carrying into effect the general intentions 
cf the donor; the precise words being, ‘ To 
the end the good and pious intentions of the 
founder, may in all things be preserved as 
far as is possible.” The statement of the 
general purpose of the schools was introduced 
in the follawing manner. A licence was 
cviven to erect three “ free Grammar Schoo!s ”’ 
in Drogheda, Galway and Tipperary. Pro 
vision was then made for the appointment of 
master and ushers, who shall “ use their best 
and utmost endeavours to instruct all such 
children in their respective schools to write 
and cast accounts, and, as far as the children 
are capable, shall teach and instruct them tn 
the Latin. Greek and Hebrew tongues, and 
fit them for the university (if the same is 
desired).”” It was then constituted ‘“ that 
the said free schools shall from henceforth. 
for ever hereafter. be. remain, continue, and 
he converted, emploved, and used for free 
schools for the teaching and instructing of 
twenty such poor children or scholars who 
shall dwell or ‘nhabit within two English 
miles of the said respective schools: and also 
for the teaching and instructing of all and 
of the children of the terants of the 
Erasmus Smith. his heirs. .executors 
assigns, at whar distance soever 
sail schools such tenants shall dwell 
habit. according to this true intent and mean 
ing of these presents." Accordingly. there 
was what at once was in form an endowment 
with a stated general charitable obiect which 
makes no mention of religios instruction, with 
a subsequent engrafted or supplementary pro 
vision as to religious instruction, and, that 
being so, he considered it plain to demonstra 
ton that the paramount intention must he 
sought in the stated general object, and. that, 
therefore. the endowment was, as regards the 
paramount intention, an endowment for con- 
ferring the benefit of secondary edneation on 
a specified class, and therefore an educational, 
and not a religious endowment. 

CLASS OF BENEFICARIES. 

Even if the general statement had incor 
porated a reference to religious instruction 
the question of paramount intention would 
still be open, and the last thing the Court 
would trv to de would be to shape the defini 
tion of the class to suit the benefit instead of 
modifying the benefit to suit the class. Of 
course, where both matters seem to be put or 
a par one mav speak of the trust failing owing 
to the definition of the class being tor 
narrow. But it would not be natural. mí 
would he as if vou went into a chemist’s shop 
and. after inauines, said he had not the rneht 
patent medicine for vour complaint, and he 
replied: “ The truth is that vou have not the 
right disease for anv of mv numerous an 
proved remedies.”” In this ease it 
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his lordship that he plaintiffs desired to ex- | 


order that 


schools 


tend the class of beneicaries in 
distinctively Protestant grammar 
might be the very thing they needed. 

As to the letter which Erasmus Smith wrote 
to the Governors in 1682 stating that his end 
in founding the schools was to propagate the 
Protestant faith. it was not admissible 
evidence, as the cuestion was how the gift in 
the Charter should be contrued. But if it 
had been admissible it only dealt with the end 
as ulterior obiect or pohev. Besides it did not 
touch the question of the predominant pur- 
pose. It had to he read in connection with the 
dispute that had arisen. If the dispute had 
arisen in respect of charging fees he micht 
just as well have written that his 
founding schools was to provide free educa 
tion. 

In coffeluding, his lordship stated that the 
declaration he would make would have to be 
confined to so much of the trust funds as 
was applicable to the schools. There were 
many dificult questions on the issues still to 
be triect. had heen inearred§ that 
must run into five figures. and he hoped that 
it would he possible for the parties to come 
together so that a scheme of the terms of a 
bill for introduction into the Dail might he 
settled by agreement. The conversion of the 
Galway School into a Catholic Grammar 
School for preparing students for University 
College, Galway, while retaining the Drogheda 
School as at present, might form the bhasis 
of a reasonable settlement, civing effect to 
the paramount intention, and at the same 
time carrying out the spirit of the special 
provision as to religious instruction as far as 
possible. 

Mr. Jellett said that he understood that 
his lordship had decided that religious educa- 
tion was obligatory.

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FROM THE LIFFEY TO THE RIVER

V.—Lough Derg. 


(CORRESPON DENT. 
ROM our cutting at Portumna bridge 
F we emerged on Sunday morning to 
make the passage of Lough Derg. 
Here, for the first tune since our journey 
began, we were likely to find conditions 
approximating 1n some extent to those of the 
Lough Derg is twenty-four mules 
over a considerable part of our 
course the nearest land would be more than 
a mile away. Furthermore, the lake 1s quite 
darge enough to accommodate a number of 
big bays, into which the unwary navigator 
might easily find himself heading if he once 
departed fron: the straight and narrow 
course; and at the southern end there is an 
island which must be left on the starboard 
side, unless one has a taste for rocks within 
a foot or so of the surface. 

It quite surprised us to learn that storms 
are by no means uncommon on Lough Derg. 
There are occasions, indeed, when no ship 
will venture out on it; and wrecks have been 
known. While we lay at Limerick a cabin 
cluiser came down the river, which had met 
with some dirty weather on the lake. Being 
totally unable to found Parker's Point 
(which anyone who cares to consult a map 
will see on the eastern side of the lake about 
two-thirds of the way down), they were 
forced to make for Scariff Bay (which lies on 
the left side). I am not certain of the 
details of their adventure, but 1 know that 
they came out on the wrong side of the 
above-mentioned island. As the master 
expressed it later, he looked down from the 
wheel, and saw the rocks not half an inch 
under his ship; and. he was compelled to 
form the theory that, whenever she was on 
the point of striking, a kindly wave came 
and lifted her over. 

THE COURSE. 

If we had known of all these perils before 
starting, we might not have steered into 
Lough Derg as joyously as we did. Anyhow, 
we had an idea of the course in our heads. 
“You go such and such a distance,” said 
our informant, “ until you come to a line of 
red buoys, and then you will see a beacon 

" and so on. The day was dull as we 
cast off, but it brightened before we had 
accomplished half the lake, and the golden 
sun made Lough Derg a paradise. At the 
upper end are woods surrounding the tops 
of stately houses. At the lower end are 
woods and stately houses, too, but the scene 
becomes more splendid from the mountains 
which break the horizon, and, as one enters 
Killaloe, sweep down simost to the water's 
edge. Everywhere are islands—large, wooded 
islands, small wooded islands, and tiny islands 
which are really no more than rocks, and 
would be very nasty for any ship that lost 
its head and chose to wander among them 
There is little fear of mistakes, however, for 
the navigation marks are clear to see, and 
even on a dull say a dither of common-sense 
will keep the steersman on his course. There 
were a few times When we wondered vaguely if 
we had lost our way, aud turned for guidance 
to our half-inch Ordnance map and the bijou

But tiere seemed to be a spell 
upon the water, and the air was filled wita a 
suft shimmer. It was an ineffably drowsy 
day. <As we turned down into the long arm 
that leads to Killaloe Mary apologised and 
went to sleep. Sitting at the wheel, | very 
nearly did the same myself. A big lake brings 
temptations that neither the sea nor the river 
will permit to approach. Well out from the 
shore, there is no immediate danger of run- 
ning aground: and, since there is no tide or 
verceptible tlow, the ship will almost steer 
herell The temptation to relax is over- 
powering, and two or three times I caught 
myself nodding. On such occasions there 
was only one thing to do. I went forward 
and oiled the engine to keep myself awake.

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The Garden. 


“ God Almighty,’’ wrote Francis Bacon, 
“first planted a garden,’’ and no sentence 
written by an essayist rings with such a 
thrill upon the memory. Bacon's garden, 
like Horace’s Sabine farm, admits us at 
once upon terms of human intimacy with 
him. I am struck by the way in which, 
during the last ten years, the cult of the 

arden has grown and spread over 
Tsland. The great gardens that now 
open their buds annually in the cause of 
shaxity are, for the most part, survivals 
from the classic eighteenth century, and 
in Ireland had English models. The 
children of the soil and the middle class 
city-dwellers have only recently found de- 
light in ‘cultivating their gardens.’’ 
Nowadays, however, the clerk comes home 
from his desk to his borders, his lawn and 
his rockery ; the rambler climbs about the 
cabin windows and queens it over the 
clustering asters and stocks ; and the long 
monotony of the railway lines is broken 
by bursts of colour as every tiny station 
proclaims its name in colours, picked out 
against the green, ‘‘saying it with 
flowers.” In the country places the 
gardens are witness to the sense of 
security of pcssession which has come 
upon the people, a it worth while 
lovingly to decorate the home. It is a 
pathetic pleasure to see even in the slums 
the window-boxes at once protesting 
against their sordid background, and de- 
fiantly asserting that even a tenement is 
someone's home, and, therefore, fit for 
beauty. Business men tell me, too, that, 
by permitting flowers, window-boxes and 
otted plants about their offices, they 
laws brought a new spirit into the day’s 
work. 


MCiss Braddon.

The graver citizens whose daily path 
lies along the Kingstown tram line will 
probably’ feel little regret when the road- 
mending operations in these streets are 
finished.

Although the children are probably rather 
in the way, the workmen are very good- 
natured, and always keep a watchful eye 
on their activities, so that there is little 
fear that one of them will fall into a vat 
of boiling tar, or otherwise come to grief. 


Che Cost of Elections. 


The general election, which is shortly to 
be held in England, will be an expensive 
affair, but it will not be so expensive as 
elections held before 1883, in which year 
the Corrupt Practices Act was passed. That 
Act put an end to abuses which were at one 
time so prevalent as to bankrupt candi- 
dates. An election nowadays is reckoned 
to cost a candidate about £1,000. In 1880, 
three years before the passing of the Act, 
the Earl of Dalkeith incurred an expendi- 
ture of £4,068 when contesting Midlothian 
against Mr. Gladstone, whose expenses 
were £2,693 12s. 8d. Gladstone won the 
seat with a majority of 211, and it was 
calculated that every vote he obtained cost 
him £1 14s. 1jd., while every vote that his 
opponent polled cost him £2 19s. 54d. The 


Í total expenses of the general election of 1880 


were £1,736,781, while the expenses of the 
general election in 1929 came to £1,213,507 
for a total of 1,730 candidates, for whom 
22,648,375 votes were polled. The cost of 
every vote in 1929 worked out at about 
11d., which is a considerable reduction 
from the cost n 1880. 


Listening for Leaks. 


Waterworks detectives are a retiring 
race, and many residents of Dublin do not 
even know that such officials exist ; fewer 
still have seen them. Still, a detective 
on his rounds is one of the nocturnal 
sights of the city that may be encountered 
by the wayfarer in the deserted streets. 
His. might well be classified among the 
queer occupations; for it consists of 
listening for leaks. In the dead of night 
you will see him threading his way 
through the thoroughfares, with a lighted 
hurricane lantern swinging from his hand. 
and under his arm a number of rod-like 
instruments. Suddenly he stops, searches 
the pavement with the aid of his lantern, 
prises open a little trap-door, and inserts 
one of the rods. At the top of the rod is a 
cup-shaped earpiece, and at this he listens. 
In the districts which he visits there 
should be no legitimate flow through the 
mains at that hour; if the water supply is 
on the move, he will detect it, and, what 
is more, he will track down the leak with

An Eden without an Eve is the ideal of 
the five misogymists who foregather in the 
Hodges’s house in Cornwall for a life of peace 
without the distractions of feminine society. 
lt is not a very original theme tor a play; 
other contemporary playwrights have used it 
with success, but Mr. Ben Levy certainly 
makes it both original and attractive in '““This 
Woman Business,’ which was staged for the 
first time in Ireland at the Abbey Theatre 
last night. 

When women come in by the window the 
peace of men goes out by the door! Not 
quite; because even before Mr, Levy's dis- 
tressed damsel made her appearance harmony 
had not been complete. Crofts and Brown 
made as ‘‘cattish’’ a pair as even Honey's 
idea of woman would justify, and even the 
judicial humour of Sir Arthur Bingham failed 
to bring them to a brotherly mood. This 
abode of masculine peace having proceeded in 
the best formal male manner to the selection 
of a chairman in the person of Hodges, then 
permitted each of its occupants to give his 
opinion of women in general. All opinions 
were uncomplimentary, although the play 
opened with Honey kissing the maid, Nettle- 
bank. He afterwards explained that he was 
sane for ninety-nine days, but on the 
hundredth his perspective failed. That he 
was not the only member of the party so 
afflicted Mr. Levy's three acts most accept- 
ably prove. 

As the misogynist ideals are being ex- 
pounded a young woman’s head comes through 
the curtains, and shortly afterwards the young 
woman herself is brought into the room by 
the Butler, Trent. Her tale is pitiable; she 
had been orphaned, had tried to find work, 
had found work as a typist in an office where 
the one-eyed employer tried to make love to her, 
and so she had embezzled his money and fled. 
She craved sanctuary, or at least rest. The 
woman-haters, of course, succumbed at once, 
and Jean Crawford was installed in the house 
aS a maid. Soon it was discovered that the 
hardened haters of women were assisting her 
in the housework, but instead of dismissing 
her, as Hodges intended, she was permitted to 
remain until ‘‘she found acceptable work else- 
where.” 

In this Eden it was Eve who happened to 
be the serpent. In the most cynical manner 
she set out to charm every member of the 
party in turn, and it was no surprise for 
the audience when Honey proposed marriage 
to her. But she proved herseif the Shavian 
boa-constrictor in earnest; she had marked 
down Hodges himself, and would accept 
nothing else. As did John Tanner before 
him, Rodent blustered and fumed, but there 
was no doubt that his surrender would be 
accepted in the same way. 

The play is pure “ theatre’’; it is entirely 
artificial from the opening to the close, but 
that makes it all the more delightful as an 
entertainment. It is possible that Mr. Levy 
Is as serious as Bernard Shaw, but his 
serious purpose is never permitted to obtrude 
itself unduly. . His characters have been 
selected and differentiated with the utmost 
care, and they were very finely interpreted 
by the cast chosen by Mr, J. Stephenson for 
his first production last night. ‘‘ This 
Woman Business ” is light, a trifle, but such 
a delicious trifle that everyone will accept 
its airy fun. 

The acting honours will go to Mr. Eric 
Gorman, whose Brown is one of the best 
things he has done—merely to watch him 
roving about is sheer joy. Mr. Laurence 
Elyan was a suitably verbose Honey, de- 
livering his lines with all the ardour of the 
poet and the insincere sincerity of the con- 
vinced misogynist in his twenties. Messrs. 
J. Stephenson and Edgar Keatinge were 
excellent foils to the irascibility of Brown 
and the suavity of Honey, but Mr. Ian 
Priestly-Mitchell’s Bingham was just a little 
too ‘‘wheezy.’’ Miss Blanaid O’Carroll’s 
Crawford was sufficient to upset any bachelor 
Eden, and Miss May Bonass made an 
acceptable Nettlebank. The production re- 
flected the utmost credit upon Mr. J. 
Stephenson, and, if his other productions are 
on the same level, his season at the Abbey 


Theatre will be memorable. 


“LILAC TIME” AT 
GAIETY THEATRE. 


CROWDED HOUSE FOR 
SCHUBERT’S MELODIES.

Quite the largest audience for an opening 
night for some weeks past attended, at the 
Gaiety Theatre, Dublin, last night when 
the curtain rose on “ Lilac Time,’ that 
delightfal musical play based on the life and 
melodies of Schubert. Most of those present 
had seen the play often before, but they 
wanted to see it again and renew acquaint- 
ance with Adrian Ross’s stage pie, gry | o 
the luckless German composer, and to hear 
again those golden melodies so fuil of the 
joy of life that poor Franz Schubert left for 
the world to sing. What an infectious urge 
there is about these melodies. One could 
fee] the entire audience throb to the spirit 
of the music, responding to its every mood. 
And how splendidly the singers carried their 
parts. : 

There was Hughes Macklin, with that 
lovely tenor voice so well known on the 
opera aril concert stage, singing the part 
of Schubert, and bringing out all the delicate 
beauties of such melodies as ‘‘ Hark, Hark, 
the Lark,’’ und ‘‘My Sweetest Song of All” 
—the latter a welcome re-introduction in the 
last act. Then there was Thorpe Bates, 
always a. popular figure in Dublin, entering 
with great zest ©‘. the part of the Baron 
von Schober, the nobleman who proved such 
a friend to the composer. His singing of the 
Serenade, and later of the passionate “Í 


Want to Carve Your Name” were in the |. 


best Thorpe Bat:- style. Then there was 
the fine resorant bass of John Kelly as the 
draughtsman Kappel, and his friends Vogl 
and Von Schwind sung by Henry Raymond 
and Walter Outhwaite—what a pleasing 
quintet ‘h-v formed and how beautifully 
they sang the part song “ Under the Lilac 
Bough.” Margot Careme treated the part 
of Lili with a dainty touch and sang with 
delicacy and understanding. Her opening 
duet with Hughes Macklin—‘‘ The Golden 
Song,” set to one of the master’s loveliest 
melodies—was beautifully sung, and later 
she was just as convincing in her duet with 
Thorpe Bates. Relieving the play from the 
gloom that Schubert's life and diffidence 1s 
apt to throw upon it there were excellent 
light teuches provided by Lionel Victor as 
the Court glassmaker, Christian Veit, and 
Mary Mackay as Fiammetta Marini, the 
Ballerina. Miss Mackay, who is of Irish 
birth, made a very successful debut in the 
part. 

The play was well dressed and staged, and 
was thoroughly enjoyed from the rise to the 
final fall of the curtain.

The Archbishop's Address. 


From OUR Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
i DERRY. Monday. 
Tos Archbishop of Liverpool, the Most 


Rev. Dr. Downey, visited Derry to- 

wy! om the invitation of St. Columb’s 
College Union, and to-night in the Guildhall 
he delivered a lecture, his subject being 
“Pleasure and Pain.” The spacious hal! 
was crowded. In the unavoidable absence of 
the Most Rev. Dr. O’Kane, Bishop of Derry, 
the Rev. Dr. Farren, President, St. Columb’s 
College, presided. On arrival at the hall Dr. 
Downey was accorded Scout honours by a 
company of Catholic Boy Scouts, and when 
he entered the hall he was greeted by a 
massed choir of almost two hundred voices. 
As a compliment to the Archbishop, who is 
a native of Kilkenny, the choir sang 
“Where the Nore’s dark waters flow.”’ 

Dr. Farrer, introducing Dr. Downey, said 
that Dr. Downey had instilled a new feeling 
into the Catholics of England, dispelling the 
inferiority complex, and 
to Derry might instil even greater enthusiasm 
into the Catholics of Derry. Such a visit, if 
they were living im normal times, would 
mean a civic reception, but onder the present 
conditions the Hheart-to-heart welcome given 
kim was more valuable. 

The lecturer said that during the Great 
War they were told that the only religion 
that would survive would he one from 
which all idea of a God to whom anybody 
was responsible had vanished—a sort of 


religion of platitudes suitable for reprodue- |

tion in illustrated Sunday papers.

Committee of the Royal Irish Automobile 
Club, which had been constituted 
examine the Free State’s new Road Traffic 
Bill, were made known; and the Auto- 
mobile Association issued a pamphlet to 
its members on the same subject.

Past and Future. 


Retrospect often furnishes a cure for 
pessimism. England to-day, with her 
political unrest, stricken industry and 
widespread unemployment, is in a sorry 
plight; but her plight just a hundred 
vears ago was far sorrier. Yesterday The 
Times reproduced extracts from its issue 
of October 12th, 1831. One of them 
describes attacks by “a set of rufhans ” 
on the Duke of Newcastle’s ‘house in 
Portman square and on the Duke 
of Northumberland’s house at Charing 
Cross. In another extract ‘‘a traveller 
by the Nottingham coach’ says that 
‘things are in a frightful state 
here.” Nottingham Castle and several 
houses had been burned to the ground ; 
skirmishes had occurred between the 
populace and a regiment of Hussars; and 
during riots at Derby seven lives had been 
lost. These outbreaks sprang directly

The Linen Trade. 


The fall in the value of the pound has 
confronted the linen industry in Northern 
Ireland with some delicate problems. 
Orders to-day can be obtained at prices 
which a few months ago would have been 
accepted without demur: for not only 
has sterling’s fall made Irish quotations 
more attractive abroad, but fashion in 
many countries—notably in America—is 
veering towards the class of handkerchief 
embroidery which Northern Ireland sup- 
plies. Profitabie execution of such orders, 
however, is not easy. 
acres under flax in Ulster, producing but 
a fragment of the amount required. Thus 
the mills are compelled to import large 
quantities, and here the difficuity begins. 
Latvia, for instance, who was asking £36 
a ton for flax less than a month 
ago, now is asking the equivalent 
of £46, and this quotation is 
made in francs. In the meanwhile, 
buyers, anxious to acquire stocks before 
prices rise, are very active, with the result 
that the looms are working at high pres- 
sure. It is not surprising, therefore, that 
manufacturers are pursuing a cautious 
policy. A Scylla, inviting bold purchases 
of raw material which will fall in value 
if the pound rises, awaits them on one 
side. On the other, a Charybdis of caution 
that may leave them unable either to com- 
pete with their rivals or to complete 
orders except at a loss, if sterling falls 
back and the industry enters upon a 
prosperous period, is an equal menace. A 
plan to establish a board, licensed by the 
Northern Government, to buy Russian flax 
has been mooted. On the whole, however, 
a little patience is likely to be rewarded ; 
for, with any continued improvement in 
the sterling exchange, foreign quotations 
must be reduced.

Two hundred and forty-one men, the 
last batch of members of the Mafia gang, 
the great terrorist organisation whose sign 
was the ‘‘Clutching Hand,” and which 
has infested Sicily for over three hundred 
vears, have been brought to justice. 

Their trial marks ‘the culmination of 
the work initiated soon after the advent 
of Fascism. The chief diificulty was to 
persuade the population to give evidence 
against the Mafiosi, so great was the terror 
which their revenge inspired; but the 
gradual growth of confidence in the power 
and protection of the uew civil authorities

HE representatives. of the Central 

Banks of those Central European 
and Balkan countries that have found it 
necessary to restrict currency ‘operations 
are to be invited to attend a conference 
here with a view to finding means fcr co- 
ordinating the various regulations and 
thus avoiding the serious inconvenience 
at present obtaining in transactions 
between these countries. 

This decision was reached at to-day's 
meeting of the Board of the Bank for 
Internationa] Settlements. | 

The Bank’s credit t othe National Bank 
of Austria was renewed for a period of 
three months after the Board had con- 
sidered a statement on the financial 
situation in Austria submitted by Pro- 
fessor Bruins. The share of the Bank for 
International Settlements in this credit is 
40,000,000 schillinys out of a total of 
190,000,000 schillings. 


REICHSBANK CREDIT. 


The 3,000,000 dollars credit to the Bank 
of Yugoslavia has also been renewed, the 
share of the Bank being 1,000,000 dellars. 

Another renewal, also for three months, 
was granted regarding the Bank’s share of 
25,000,000 dollars in the German Reichs- 
bank credit. This renewal is to date as 
from November 4th, and the Board has 
decided to communicate with the other 
participants in this credit—namely, the 
Bank of England, the Federal Reserve 
Board, and the Bank of France, - equest- 
ing them to renew their shares for the 
same period.

A WRONG PRINCIPLE. 
Clause 46, which stated that anyone who

PARKING OF CARS. 

With regard to the parking of cars the 
Commissioner may appoint special parking 
places, and fix a fee pavable by all users cf 
the same. The committee objected strongly 
to this, as it was felt by many motorists that 
they were already sufficiently taxed, and 
that any increase would be a hardship. Thev 
suggeste;!, therefore, that the payment of one 
parking fee during a dav should entitle the 
holder of a ticket to make use of anv public 
parking place during the next twenty-four 
hours. 

They considered that the Act should in- 
clude a clause which made it compulsorv 
for all vehicles, other than those mechanically 
propelled. to carry a red reflector in such a

ANOMALIES THAT NEED 


Provision should be made to make it 
obligatory to farmers to give adequate warn- 
ing to oncoming traffic when they were driving 
livestock out of a field on to the road, since 
many serious accidents had been caused by 
the neglect of this precaution. 


WHAT IS “DRIVING”? 


The definition of the word ''driving ” in 
Section 3 should be made more clear, since, 
at the moment, a man who was in an intox!i- 
cated condition, and who was being driven 
home by his chauffeur, might be charged 
with being drunk in charge of a motor, and 
would be liable to six months’ -mprisonment. 
He would also he chargeable it lis car was 
in the street, but he had decided not to drive 
it on account of his condition, 

Under Section 51 a person against whom 
damages had been given in ‘espect of an 
accident while not insured was liable to 
summary imprisonment at the discretion of 
the judge, with a maximum sentence of six 
months, and was also liable to an indefinite 
term of imprisonment until the damages 
awarded had been paid in full. This, in the 
opinion of the committee, was too severe, 
and, in fact, brought back to life the old 
laws that used to exist for debtors, 


CYCLISTS. 


No provision was made in the Act to 
prevent cyclists from riding abreast. This 
was a source of considerable danger in narrow 
streets and country roads, and should be 
forbidden by law. 

When an accident occurred to the holder 
of an insurance policy he was beund to 
notify the insurance company within a period 
of twenty-four hours, subject to a fine of £5 
for non-compliance. The committee considered 
that some latitude should be allowed where 
the owner was not aware of the accident, or 
was incapacitated sufficiently to prevent him 
from giving the notice. 


“A.A.” RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The Automobile Association, whose head- 
quarters are at 23 Suffolk street, yesterday 
issued to all their members and to members 
of the Dail a pamphlet containing the clauses 
of the proposed bill to which they take excep- 
tion. and the amendments to these that thev 
intend to have submitted when the bill is 
brought before the Dail. 

Some of the suggested amendments are as 
fellow : 


That the restriction imposed on holders of ! 


licences from driving heavy lornes while 
under the age of twenty-one should be waived 
for those who have been doing this six months 
before the Act comes into force. 

That the period of three days which a 
driver is allowed in which to produce a miss- 
ing licence be extended to five days, and that 
it shall not be necessary for him to produce 
the licence in person.

That the clause which makes a speed of 
more than thirty miles per hour prima facie 
evidence of dangerous driving should be de- 
leted, since speed alone is no criterion. 


OWNER’S OBLIGATION, 

Clause 50 states that the owner of a motor 
car is liable to prosecution if his car is driven 
by someone not covered by- his third party 
insurance, unless he can prove that the car 
was driver, without his consent and that he 
took ail reasunahle precantions to prevent it 
from being sc used. The suggested amenéi- 
ment. is that there should be no obligation on 
the owner to prove that he took precautions 
to tanh the car’s use. 

hat the clause giving the Courts power, 
in a civil action, of sending au uninsured 
motorist to prison pending the payment c! 
the damages awarded against him should te 
modified, and a reasonable time allowed, such 
as a week or fourteen days, in which to find 
the amount of the fine. 

That the péfiod allowed in which to pro- 
duce an insurance certificate be extended from 
three to five days, and that a duly authorised 
representative be allowed to produce the 
certificate.

The Potato. 


ICTS CHEQUERED 
HISTORY. 


(By a Specrat CORRESPONDENT.) 
T is curious to note that, despite its ready 
| welcome in Ireland, the potato was an 
object of general opprobrium in England 
until nearly 200 years later. One can only 
account for this attitude on the score of pre- 
judice; but the circumstances of the rejec- 
tion of the ptato in England furnish both 
instruction and amusement to-day. = 
There is little doubt that the original 
home of the humble potato was South 
America, and that, finding it cultivated by 
the Incas in Peru, Pizarro introduced it into 
Spain in 1560. Twenty-five years later Sir 
alter Raleigh and his friend, Thomas 
Herriott, brought home specimens of the 
potato, though it is doubtful whether these 
were obtained from Virginian soil, as 1s 
sometimes asserted. More probably Raleigh’s 
specimens were taken from some ship from 
South America that he had captured. In the 
same year Sir Francis Drake brought some 
potatoes from Spain—but Ireland alone in 
the British Isles accepted, and benefited by 
the gift. . 
Arrived at Youghal, Raleigh, as is well 
known, entrusted to his gardener his veget- 
able curiosity, which Herriott described as 
‘‘a kinde of root of round form, some of 
the bigness of wall-nuts, some farre greater, 
which are found in moist and marish ground. 
rowing many together in ropes, as 
if they were fastened by a string.’’ But 
Raleigh’s gardener at first thought nothing 
of their “fine fruits,’’ which he had planted, 


according to his master’s instructions, in 


the kitchen garden. ‘‘Is this the fine fruit 
from America you prized so highly?” he 
scornfully requested on displaying the first 
mean products of the plant.

potato, speaks of his ‘‘openauk” in words 
that, surely, should have kindled the 
imagination and whetted the appetite of the 
most fastidious. Even nfl Gerard’s 
account provides as tasty a description as 
one could wish for: “ Their nutriment,’’ he 
says, ‘‘is as it were a mean between flesh 
and fruit, and being toasted in the embers 
they loose much of that windiness, especially 
being eaten sopped in wine. Of these roots 
may be made conserves no less toothsome, 
wholesome and dainty, than of the flesh of 
quinces. They may serve as a ground 
or foundation whence the cunning confectioner 
or sugar-baker may work and frame many 
comfortable, delicate conserves and restorative 
sweetmeats. . . .'" ‘‘Some people,” Gerard 
continues appetisingly, “to give them 
(potatoes) the greater grace in eating, do boil 


them with prunes, and so eat them. And, | 
likewise, others dress them, being first | 


roasted, with oil, vinegar and salt, ever 
man according to his own taste and liking.’’ 


Only very gradually were the barriers of | 
English prejudice against the potato lowered. | 


In the time of James I. the plant was 


occasionally to be seen in the gardens of the | 
nobility, were it was raised as a kind of | 
exotic. And the potato appears as one of the ' 
articles of diet provided in the Queen’s house- | 
hold. But its scarcity as a food may be | 
judged from the price charged—about two | 


shillings per pound. 
CONTUMELY. 


Disgust with those who ate the new food. | 


batatas, as they were sometimes called, was 
still general. From their pulpits, priests 
thundered against the use of potatoes in the 
kitchen, and in books and pamphlets others 
poured abuse upon those who practised the 
dirty habit of eating them. The potato was 
stig-natised as a dangerous gift from a 
dangerous race. To William Cobbett the 
vegetable was only equalled in his disfavour 
by his pet aversion, tea. It was, he thought, 
a food that even the poor would be well 
advised to avoid. 

Indignant with the somewhat friendlier 
reception that England was now beginning to 
give the potato, he not only hurled the weight 
of his invective against the “ lazy root,” but 
made the occasion an excuse for vilifying 
the supposei dirty habits of Irish people. 
After dwelling at length on the laborious and 
messy process necessary to the preparation of 
potatoes for the table, he concluded by 
remarking that, surely, it must .e a long 
time before the English cou | ve brought to 
cultivate and consume potatoes in the Irish 
style. .In this he visualised people scratching 
the vegetables out of the earth with “' their 
paws,’ tossing them into the pot without 
being washed, and, when boiled, being served 
up on a dirty. board ! 


RELUCTANT RECOGNITION, 

Despite all the aspersions that pen or pulpit 
could devise, however, cultivation of the 
potato made some progress. But so late as 
1805, 219 years after the introduction of the 
“root ” into Ireland, Dr. Buchan deplored 
the fact that in England potato culture was 
almost exclusive to the /orth. 

William Coke, a contemporary of Dr. 
Buchan, earnestly advocated the wider culti- 
vation of the potato, and stressed its claims 
as a most valuable food product. ‘I'o increase 
such cultivation he introduced the potato into 
his home county, Norfolk, much to the 
indignation of neighbours and tenants. In 
five years he had not overcome their 
prejudice, although offering land rent free for 
potato-growing. Eventually, however, the 
““ Ox Noble,” a large species, which he pro- 
duced on his own farm, found a little favour 
among some of his neighbours, a few 
farmers admitting reluctantly that, perhaps, 
““t’wouldnt poison the pigs.’’

BACK IN THE FOUR 
COURTS. 


CHIEF JUSTICE PRAISES 
ARCHITECT. 


TF i 


The Michaelmas Law Term was opened in 
the reconstructed Four Courts, Dublin, yes- 
terday, after a meeting ofathe judges and 
benchers in the benchers’ cHambers. A large 
number of people gathered near the Courts 
to see the judges and members of the Bar 
entering their old legal home ‘after a period 
of nine years, during which it was. closed to 
them as a result of the bombardment which 
reduced much of it to ruin. 

Many people visited the Courts yesterday, 
attention being given tho the 

eautifully constructed central hall, and were 
pleasantly. surprised at the transformations 
that had been wrought in the building. 

All the judges were present, the Chief 
Justice, Mr. Justice Sullivan, Mr. Justice 
FitzGibbon and Mr. Justice Murnaghan 
sitting in the Supreme Court, where Sir 
Philip Hanson, Chairman of the Board of 
Public Works, was among those present. 


ARCHITECT PRAISED. 

Addressing Sir Philip Hanson, the Chief 
Justice said :—*‘ Sir Philip Hanson, I am glad 
to see you here in Court, because I feel 
it would bean admission which could never be 
made good if I failed to express in some wav 
this morning my appreciation (and 1 think 
Í can speak for all who, along with me, 
take up our work here to-day) of the 
magnificent work of reconstruction and re. 


storation .which has been accomplished 
through our office of Public Works, over 
which you preside as Chairman. We have 
been accustomed to hear sung the praisos of 
the English architect, Gandon, who, during 
the time of his exile here, left his mark on the 
city in a group of notable architectural 
monuments, but, for the future, when 
speaking of three, at least, of these great 
buildings, the name of Byrne must be in- 
evitably linked with that of Gandon. 
‘Everyone who was familiar with the old 
building from within will be moved with 
admiration of the manner in which Mr. 
Byrne, the principal architect of the 
Board of Works, has: restored the main 
architectural design (in many respects a great 


feat as it appears to the layman; look, for 
example, at the restoration of the two domes, 
outer and inner, which had vanished in the 
explosion of fire), while, at the same time. 
creating a completely new internal economy 
throughout the buildings to meet the 
necessities of the vastly greater and vastly 
more complicated volume of business and 
office organisation in the modern conditions 
of to-day, such as the laborious scriveners of 
Gandon’s day did not contemplate. 

‘I fee! sure that all of us whose working 
days will be spent here will find much from 
day to day for which to thank Mr. Byrne 
and those working under him; while the 


people will have here a worthy building 
wherein to house their Courts of Justice 
inaugurated in 1924.” 


FINE WORKMANSHIP. 

The Chief Justice went on to say that Mr. 
Byrne's designs would have come to naught 
without the co-operation of others, and 
specially mentioned Mr. Cook, the architiect 
in charge, who gave the most devoted at- 
tention to the work in every detail. The 
many craftsmen and workmen emploved on 


the work had been indefatigable, and he 
believed the building to be a monument of 
Irish workmanship of which every workman 
individually, as well as every citizen, might 
be proud. 

Mr. Curnow, on whom the task of. pro 
viding the furnishings had fallen, he con- 


gratulated on the excellent design of the fur- 
niture and fittings. Great persona! interest. 
he added, had always been shown by the 
Commissioners, Sir Philip Hanson, Mr. Le

SETTLEMENT. 


GREAT AID TO CHURCH 
OF IRELAND. 


The annual meeting of the Church of Ire- 
land Women’s Settlement was held in Belfast 
yesterday, under the chairmanship of the 
Ltishop of Down and Connor and Dromore 
(Dr. Grierson). 

The Right Rev. the Bishop of Aberdeen 
and the Orkneys, in moving the resolution of 
the adoption of the reports, referred to the 
good work women have done in Church life, 
and said he was certain that they would take 
a more and more important position in the 
future. i ' 

He thought it was a good thing for women 
engaged in Church work to live in a settle- 
ment. The great advantage of their living 
together was that they learned something of 
give and take, and of toleration. Men were 
accustomed to living together in schools, 
universities and theological colleges, and that 
fitted them to take their place in public life. 
and it would be a most admirable thing for 


women. : 
The bishop had a further reason for think- 


_ing it would be a good thing for women to 


live in a settlement. 

“ Women rarely know how to feed them- 
selves, especially when they are young.” he 
stated. ‘‘ They will dine off a bath bun or 
a glass of milk, and it is essential for women 
engaged in work to be supplied with sufficient 
wholesome food.”’ 


NOT ALWAYS EASY. 


The Viscountess Charlemont, speaking of 
the work done at the Settlement, said that 
it was interesting work, and did give in- 
tense. joy, but there were times when district 
visiting was not such a thrilling occupation 
as reading about it often made one think. 

Continuing, Lady Charlemont said that 
when one looked at the list of organtsations 
the Settlement was in touch with, one realised 
what a practical help it must be to the 
churches in whose parishes it worked. She 
thought one of the most valuable things done 
by the Settlement was the training of its 
workers, so that all work was done with 
method and unvarying standard. It was 
especially important with regard to the Sun- 
day School teachers, as so many willing 
teachers had little idea how to teach. 

“I fear a difficult winter is in front of 
us,” concluded Lady Charlemont, ‘ but | 
can think of no mora practical way of help- 
ing the distress in Belfast than to do all we 
possibly can to further the work of this 
Settlement.’ |

l.ondon, the Hospitals’ Trust, Ltd., the 
H{ospitais’ Committee and trustees of the 
hospitals’ sweepstakes prize-money, in re- 
lation to a one-quarter share of the first prize 
of £354,724 in the Grand National Sweep- 
stake, the ticket for which was held by Mr.

The defence, after traversing the statement of 
claim, set up certain Gaming Acts and 
Lottery Acts in English law, and plaintiffs 
asked leave to put in a reply leading more 
formally estoppel, and some minor things.

MONTHS. : . 


The Brifish Board of Trade returns for 
September show imports totalling £68,317,926, 
an increase of £3,056,840 on August, and a 
decrease of £10,271,517 on the previous Sep- 
tember. 

Exports for last month aggregated 
£29,846,057, an increase of £709,142 on 
Angust, but a decrease of £12,894,580 on 
September, 1930. 

Britain did not go off the gold standard 
until Monday, September 21st, therefore any 
fluctuations in the value of the pound would 
oly affect the last few days of the month.

RAW MATERIALS LOWER. 

An analysis of the imports with September 
of .last year shows that more than half the 
reduction was in raw materials and articles 
mainly manufactured, the total bein 
£5,258,878. The reduction in food, drink sad 
tobacco was £3,009,774, and in articles wholly 
or mainly manufactured £1,971,961. 

More than 75 per cent. of the decrease in 
British exports last month, when compared 
with September, 1930, consisted of articles 
wholly or mainly manufactured, the decline 
under this heading being £9,828,926. Raw 
materials and articles mainly manufactured 
were down by £1,246,881, and food, drink 
and tobacco by £1,502,803. 

REDUCED EXPORTS. 

The reduced value of the exports in several 
of our staple industries was :—Coal, £901,398 ; 
iron and steel and manufactures thereof, 
£1,245,494; cotton yarns and manufactures,

NINE MONTHS’ LOSS. 

British exports for the nine months were

Of the forty-two classifications not one 
shows an increase, and no les than 
£122,380,927 comes under the heading of 
articles wholly or mainly manufactured. 
Cotton yarns and manufactures easily head 
the list with a reduction of £28,635,509.
